JERUSALEM — Police hove arrested o 
member of on elite arniy unit on suspicion he 
supplied Yitzhak Rabin’s killer with 
weapons, bringing to seven the number of 
suspects being held, security sources said Sat- 
urday. 

The police rninister has said he believed 
the Israeli prime minister was .the victirti of a 
meticulously plarmcd right-wing conspiracy,

Rain, wind 
delay shuttle 
launch 1 day 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
— Rain in Spain and wind in 
Morocco kept- Atlantis grounded 
Saturday, delaying the shuttle's flight 
to the Russian space station Mir by 

one doy. 

Only slightly better weather was 
expected at the overseas emergency 
landing strips for today's launch 
attempt. What's more, conditions 
were likely to worsen at the Kennedy 
Space Center. 

NASA has just seven minutes on 
any given day to send Atluniis on the 
most fuel-efficient route to Mir. 
Today's linolT time was 5:30 a.m. 
MST. 

The weather at Kennedy was per- 
fect Saturday morning. But rain, low 
clouds or gale-force wind at all three' 
shuttle runways in Spain and 
Morocco posed too much of a risk — 
a rare occurrence — and managers 
called off the launch. 

"We're a little disappointed, but 
we understand how the rules work," . 
commander Kenneth Cameron said, 
sighing, before crawling out of the 
shuttle. 

Atlantis contains a Russian-built 
docking pon that Cameron and his 
crew will attach to the Mir station to 
facilitate future shuttle dockings. 

This will be the first time a spaed 
shuttle is used in station construction. 
It’s also the first lime a shuttle has 
been filled with Russian equipment. 

The astronauts will use Atlantis’ 

-robot-arm to erecl thc-15-footdock-— 
ing tunnel in-ihe shuttle cargo bay, 
then latch onto Mir via this port. The 
tunnel will remain behind when the 
shuttle leaves.'. 

The Atlamis-Mir hookups — this 
is the second of seven plan ned — 
will allow the two space prograHKio 
iron out docking and communication 
problems before they start hauling up 
pieces of the international space sta- 
tion in late 1997. 

A liftoff Sunday would .hove 
Atlantis arriving at Mir on 
Wednesday.

TWIN FALLS - Two women with adult 
homosexual children said Saturday they 
resented the hatred underscored by one of 
four initiatives lounchcd by Kelly Walton 
of Burley. 

•The world makes (my daughter) a dirty 
joke, an overused cliche, someone who 
doesn’t deserve to breoihc.in and out," said 
Joanne Jackson of Twin Falls. "She was 
born that way, she didn't choose to be 
hated." 

Jackson wos among a pond of local 
speakers sponsored by Idaho Women's 
Network, a political organization based in 
Boise, who attacked the ballot measures os 
harming public schools and violating 
human ngnts. 

The group urged opposition against what 
they sa^ is a broader scheme by the reli- 
gious.nghuto. uke.political.power across ' 
the country. .Some of the 1 7 people who 
attended the meeting said they plon to vol- 
■ unteer to organize opposition in Twin Falls 
in January. 

'Lo'rraTn'c'Wrigh't'orRupert' tearfuil^ 
recounted how her son died of AIDS

"It was vicious, terrifying,” Wright said 
of the hatred toward him.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Police arc crediting an alert store 
clerk for the arrests of eight 
Californians allegedly involved in 
a check counterfeiting scheme.

CALDWELL (AP) — Home sales 
in Canyon County rose sharply in 
October as buyers continued to flee 
Ada County's pricey real estate mar- 
ket. 

Last month 137 houses were sold 
in Canyon County, which is second 
only to Ada in population among 
Idaho counties and is in the midst of o 
rapid transformation from its agricul- 
tural roots. 

Octo^r home sales jumped 20 per- 
cent from the same month last year. It 
wds the second-busiest month this 
year. 

“People arc finding they can get 
more home for their money in 
Canyon County,” More Eesley, com- 
munications director of the Ada 
County Association of Realtors. The 
group tracks sales in both Ada and 
Canyon counties. . ' . 

This year, 1,106 home sales were 
closed in Canyon County through 
October, an increase in the market of 
1.7 percent. Last year through 
October 1,088 homes were sold. 

By comparison, Ada County home 
sales are 11,7 percent behind last 
year. 


'“The strong market is because 
builders have kept homes affordable 
here," Trulo Corrow, manager of 
Phase Two Realty in Caldwell, said 
Friday. "Prices in Ada County have 
crept up the past year." 

The median pric^of a home in Ada

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Health officials for panic Ski swap raises money

OAKLEY — The death of u 7-ycar-old girl 
from un apparent strep infection has some par- 
ents worried, but it is no cause for panic, says u 
local health official. 

Knyla WclU died Wednesday night at Primary 
Children’s Medical Center in Salt Lake City. 

She woke up Wednesday morning with a .sore 

throat,.but.shc .rdt.wcll..cnough-io go to.school, 

said her mother, Renee Wells. At school she 
began coughing and had dinicuhy breathing. She 
was taken to Cassia Regional Medical Center and 
was later down to Salt Lake City. 

Wells said Kayla suffered a streptococcic 
infection that had spread down her throat and 
paralyzed the opening to her wind pipe. She also 
had tracheitis, or inflammation of the wind pipe, 
Wells said. 

With the opening to the wind pipe paralyzed, 
Kayla couldn't breathe and went without oxygen 
for loo long, Wells said. 

“We took her off the machines and let her go 
home to her heavenly father." she said. 

Lisa Klamm, Cassia County's public health 
nurse, said she has gotten a few calls from people 


who have pulled their kids out of school. 
Without a medical report detailing Kayla's case, 
however, she could not'ait,swcr specific ques- 
tions. * 

But strep throat is common, Klamm said. 

It can cause sore throat and fever and respira- 
tory infections, she said. It can be transmitted 
through the air if u person breathes the air in 
which an infected person has sneezed or 
coughed, she said. It also cun be transmitted if a 

-person touches an infected tissue. - 

After exposure, streptococcus bacteria incu- 
bates in two to five days before symptoms .show 
up. Klamm said. Sick people are most contagioas 
when symptoms are ul their, worst, and they 
should be isolated until they'huve taken antibi- 
otics for 24 hours, she .said, 

Strep is not us communicable as .some other 
diseases such as measles, which is easily trans- 
mitted through the uir and can be picked up by 
another person even Ws hours alier the infected 
person has left the room, she said. 

*‘if it was that ea.sy to pick up, we would close 
school down," Klamm said. 

State Epidemiologist Dr. Je.ssc Greenblatt said 
from Boise this week that many different types 
of strep bacteria exist. Annually, 50 to 60 people 


in Idaho die from severe streptococcie infeciion;>, 
he said. 

Klamm says she is not aware of a case result- 
ing in drath in Cassin County. 

Millions of people who contract streptococcic 
infections ore effectively treated with antibi- - 
olios, according Co the Centers for 'Disease 
Control in Atlanta. About 10,000 to 15,000 peo- 
ple annually contract a' severe case of strep, and 
of that group a couple of thousand cases may 
-result-in dcath..spokesnuin-Tom -Skinner said 

The bacteria can get into the blood stream and 
cause severe toxic shock or organ failure. 

. Skinner said. 

The best way to prevent infcclipn is to stay 
healthy and not let immune systems gel run 
down. Klamm said. People should gel plenty of 
rest, adequate cxerci.se. cat a nutritious diet and 
have relaxing liobbies. she said. 

.Skinner recommends good hygiene. Washing 
hands after going to the bathroom and before 
eating can help stop the .spread of infections, he 
said. 

Klamm recommends'a lab test if anyone in 
the family has a sore throat, it’s the only way to 
know for sure whether the bacterial infection is 
present, she said.

Americans. Veterans Day is a time 
for flags and speeches. 

For Dor Peterson, it’s a time to 
reflect on his four brothers and their 
close-knit Idaho family, scattered by 
the winds of war. 

Two of the brothers, Peterson and 
his brother Andy, arc among eight 
Idaho World War II veterans to 
receive the Bronze Star, awarded for 
bravery above and beyond the call of. 
duty. 

"Eight in the whole state and wc 
got two_ofJcm,"Jic says., “Not badj_ 
. for a bunch of guys from Jackson, 
Idaho." , 

Jackson was a rural community 
near Rupert. Peterson remembera 
chopping wood, feeding chickens 
and plowing fields on his parents' 
farm there. His brothers and two sis- . 
tors were close when they were' 
growing up. but two of the century's 
defining events would clrange their 
lives forever. 

Old Town 


In 1936, the Dcprcs.sion and n con- 
struction accident caused their father 
to lose the farm. The family moved 
to Burley, where he found work as 
timecard keeper on a construction 
project. Three years later. World 
War 11 began, bringing changes llial 
would scatter Petersons around the 
globe. 

“The draft board loved the 
Peterson brothers," Dur Peterson 
.said. "They didn’t miss a one." 

By 1943, all Five brothers wer^in 
the army. Dar was an infantryman in 
the. Pacific. .Gene was u B-17 turret 
gunner in Europe! Wes was u mem- 
ber of the support group for the B-29 
force that bombed Hiroshima. Alvin 
was an uniiaircrafi gunner on n 
remote island- in the Pacific. Andy 
was a foot soldier who fought, 
among other places, qn the Siegfried 
Line and in the Battle of the Bulge. 

For their parents, who watched all 
five sons go to war. it was a time of 
special anguish. 


"My father was a pacifist," 
Peterson said. "He liaicd the thought 
of us going to war. ... My mother 
was sad. She was a worrisome type 
of person, and whether she .said it or 
not. it got to her. She worried about 
usolot." 

For a family .so deeply involved in 
the war, the- Petersons were fortu- 
nate. 

John and Anno Peterson found 
job.s with (he Navy, moving from 
Idaho to San Clemente Island. Calif., 
with their two young daughters. 

Despite serving on kev fronts. Al. 
Wes and Andy emerged unhurt. 
Gene was shot down and spent the 
rest of the war in a German prisoner 
of war camp', but returned home 
safely. Dor returned with a Purple 
Heart. Bronze Star and other ciia- 
lions. 

"They never told us why wc got 
the Bronze Stars." he .sold. "Andy 
still isn't sure why he got his. 1 can 
think of one inciucm ilmt may have 


earned it for me. My lead scout on 
Okinawa went down while running 
across a field under machine-gun 
fire. Without thinking. 1 got up and 
ran to his aid. He was in a ditch and 
hod been shot through the heel and 
right leg. I bandaged him up arid 
made him crawl down the ditch out 
of fire until wc could get a medic. I. 
never saw him again. 

"Within 36 hours. ! wos hit by 
anillciy fire and got my leg messed 
up. ... But I was lucky. Wc lost close 
to 100.000 people oh Okinawa. I 
remember looking Jn_ihe cemetery 
after the island was secured for 
nam<» of guys 1 'd known, but it was 
impossible. The groves went for 
acres and acres." 

Peterson came home from the wor 
in 1946. He was 22. Because their 
parents were living near there, the 
brothers agreed to meet in San 
Oiego. The reunion' was held in the 
waning hours of February, ol o bar 
called the Walker Nile Club.

for Building Conservation, which 
relaxes the requirements for remod- 
eling old structures. Paul .Smith 
sa|d. In many cases, a bui.Iding can 
bo made to meet codes that were in 
place at the time of its construction 
rather than current eodes, he said. 

The UCfBC doesn’t waive all 
modern life^safety codes, but it 
"makes each point arguable," Paul 
Smith said. And that can knock "a 
fortune” olT remodeling costs. 

To meet safety regulations, fire 
and building officials can settle for 
alternate forms of protection •> for 
instance, smoke alarms and'addi- 
tional exits instead of a costly fire 
sprinkler system, building o^cial 
^Rulon Taylor said. The new code 
‘Icayes a "horrendous amount" of 
decision-making to officials' dis- 
cretion. 

"Wc'rc trying to be very cog- 
nizant of the fact that it costs 
money to do things." Taylor said. 
He said he doesn’t' think the 
UCBC’s flexibility will diminish 
public safety.

Tiie Collins story is a chilling les- 
son about the dangers soldiers 
encountered in the eorty West and a 
testimony to the strength of families 
that managed to stay logeilier.

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's Animal and Plant 
"Health Inspection Service is investi- 
— gating-Robcrt-Picbcr and 'Dotti 
. Martin. Their Ligertown Game 
Farm was niided and closed aRcr 19 
escaped lions were killed in 
September. Numerous wolf hybrids 
also were removed. 

"Our investigation is to determine 
if we can demonstnile that they were 
engaged in covert activity such as 
dealing or exhibiting without a 
Jicen.se." said USDA inspector 
Robert Gibbens.a veterinarian at the 
agency’s office in Sacramento. 
Calif. "At this point, we are putting 
together what we hove to show he 
(Fieber) was' engaged in activities 
covered under the Animal Welfare 
Act." 

Bannock County Prosecutor Mark 
Hicdcman hus charged the couple 
with 1 07 misdemeanor criminal ' 
counts related to unsanitary condi- 
tions at the private compound. The 
county also Hied felony charges 
involving improper "use of prescrip- 
tion drugs, but dropped them when 
Hicdeman concluded it would be 
dilUcult to prove the allegations. 


' USDA ofTicials also want to bring

facilities violations. But agency 
investigators must show federal 
juri.sdiction by proving Fieber ond 
Martin were dealing or exhibiting 
animals without a license. 

"If we can show they were indeed

to prosecute them under a civil 
administrative law process." said 
Ron DeHaven. USDA Western sec-

■ ment and animal care. 

The couple’s attorney. Bannock

They would clean the attic but in 
llieir own boyish, labor-saving style.

He’s not a physicist. He’s just a software I 
engineer who wanted to make his-work 
easier. 

But he’s often portrayed as a physicist 
because, he developed the-Web while 
working at the European Porticlc Physics 
Laboratory, known as CERN, and the 
physics community was the first to em- 
brace it. 

But now, more than a decade after he 
came up with the idea, the Web is used by 
millions of people with computers con- 
nected to the Internet, the global computer 

' — not science — is the aim of many users 
who “browse" a colorful collection of Web 
“sites” every day. 

Companies of all sizes display products 
and public information on their sites. And 
thousands'of individuals have their own 
Web sites, where they show favorite pho- 
tos, poetry, opinions on entertainment, 
news or sports, or demonstrate some type 
of cxpcrti.se. 

Bemers-Lee believes the technology that 
■ is now a novelty to many people will be 
taken for granted in a few years. And he is 
working toward that end. 

British-bom and educated, the soft-spo- 
ken programmer lefl CERN a year ago to 
join the Massachusetts Institute. of.Tcch- 
nology, which helped fbrm a consortium 
of more than 90 companies'ond institutions 
to fund the development of technical ston- 
dards for the Web. 

The consortium'.s members arc also 
dealing with many of the issues that reflect 
the public’s anxiety about on-line commu-' 
nicaiion — like security, intellectual prop- 
erty protection, free speech, anonymity 
and authenticity. They’re working on the 
Web of the future.

Fidel Castro's government and the 
entrance of other foreign investors 
arc piquing American interest in the 
land ofsugurund cigars. 

"We're afraid that when the casing 
of restrictions happens. wc'II show 
up and wc’II be loo late oi the party," 
suy.s Peter Blyth. pre.sidcm of world- ■ 
wide development for Radisson 
Hotels International. 

Radisson is owned by Carlson 
Companies Inc., porent of the 
Radis-son Seven Seas Cruises line and 
Carlson Wagonlit travel agencies. It's 
one of the most eager would-bc ploy- 
ers in Cuba, once the Caribbean's 
most populor resort destination. 

Most U.S. companies don't com- 
plain much about the embargo, and 
business cfTorts to liA it — while 
growing — remain small. Neverthe- 
less. more businesses arc making 
plans for u possible return to the 
i.sland 90 miles off Florida. 

In a reflection of this coy mutual 
courtship. Castro held a number of 
meeting with U.S. business execu- 
tives lust month when he attended 
the United Nations' 50th anniversary 
festivities in New York. E.xecutives 
including former Chase Manhattan 
bank chairman David Rockefeller 
and Archer-Donicls-Midlond Co.

Cuba has fallen on hard limes 
since the days when Ernest 
Hemingway and a stream of other 
Americans had o love affair with its 
sparkling nightlife, while American 
companies prospered in a warm 
business climate. ’ - 

AILorihai changed in 1959 with 
the ascent of Castro, who expelled 
foreign companies and seixed prop- 
• erlies worth millions. The U.S. 
embargo fully closed the door to 
trade and slowly tlirottled the Cuban 
economy. 

The economy took an even worse 
.turn when Costro's communist sup-’ 
porters worldwide collapsed. From 
1989 to 1993, the economy fell 40 
percent, turning Cuba into a land of 
peeling point and chronic shonoges. 

Faced with ruin, Castro began 
free-mari(et reforms. While remain- 
ing loyal to his brand of socialism, 
he has invited in foreign investment, 
and tourism. Icg^ized smoll-scalc 
private, cnicjprise.and, begun, talking— 
aboui paying off some of Cubo's'Sl I 
billion foreign debt. 


Dozens of Panamanian, Japanese 
and European businesses have 
' answered his call for investment, 
with hotels, oil exploration ond other 
projects. 

The goyemmeni claims more ihon 
. 200 foreign-Cuban joint ventures 
worth 52 billion, although outsiders 
put the total closer to S500 million. 
Tourism is again a priority: 800.000 
tourists visited last year, and the 
government hopes to have 3.6 mil- 
lion annually in the next decade.

excluded. Although President 
Clinton recently cosed travel restric- 
tions so educators, clerics and a Ibw 
others may visit, legislation is pend- 
ing that will lighten the embargo. 

A strong Cuban-Amcricon lobby 
remains opposed to lifting the sanc- 
tions.

Wolfe says people cat 
candy for its taste and energy 
boost, to reward themselves, to 
niini-celebrate or change their 
iri^. “A 45-cent candy tots af- 
fordable pleasure,” he adds. 

“People ore confused about 
what to eat,” Wolfe says, “and are 
falling back on Mom's advice to 
take a bit of this and that. Our 
product is basically unchanged : 
for. 100 years — top sellers now 
were tops in the 1930s, ’40s and 
*50s— and represents consistency, se- 
curity and trust. It is today, was yes- 
terday and will be tomorrow.” D

“Unfortunately, 'reduce’ means 
‘none’ to many consumers,” says Nan* 
cy Chapman, a registered Petition and 
public health^Ucy consultant in Wash- 
ington, D.C., “or they wring the fal from 
one m^ but binge on another, or they 
just don't know vidiere the fat's hidden." 

‘‘Good fat” and “bad fal” — then 
and now.

How 1b Help Ybor Kids Gpow Up Loving Food

HEN MYDAUOmtR JULIA WAS 3. 
she would eat no reds. Her best friend 
would eat no greens. Another pint* 
sized pal burst into tears at the very 
si^ anything yellow approaching 
his plate. As we scn^. their plates 
clean, we moms woimdi Would our 
finici^ eaters ever try a healthy vari- 
ety of foods? Would they grow up 
missing one of life’s great pleasures— 
(he sheer delight of enjoying delicious met^? 

Such fears are hardly unusual.' According to nutri- 


But there’s no cause for paren- 
tal panic. As long as kids are 
offered a variety of foods but 
not pressured to eat, they will 
fall in love with food — at their 
own pace and in their own way. 

“For parents, the first step is 
to create a context where it’s 
okay to love food.” says Ellyn 
Salter, author of How To Get 
Your Kid To •Eat — But Not Too 
Much. “Today, people are so 
neurotic about eating, and that’s 
what kids pick up on." Her ad- 
vice: Put foods that are nutri- 
tious and tasty on the family 
table. Let your children decide 
which ones to choose and how 
much of them to eat 

Introducing children to the 
world of food. To adults, a ba- 
nana may seem bland and bor- 
ing. To a baby just starting on 
solid foods, it’s a whole new 
sensual experience. “There’s 
so much that children have to 
leam about every new food — 
how it feels, how it smells, how 
it tastes,” says the cimical nutri- 
tionist Jo Ann Hattner of 
Packard C^dren’s Hospital at 
Stanford University. Yet, fre- 
quemJy, no sooner does a child 
complete his messily meticu- 
lous investigation of one food 
than something new nuns up on 
his spoon. Don’t expect him to 
try it. 

“Toddlers are asserting their 
independence, and refusing 
food is one w^' to do it.” Hati- 
ner explains. Rather than try- 
ing to force a child to eat (a ' 
strategy that always backriies), 
continue serving and eating it 
yourself. As she notes, “With 


children, familiarity breeds acceptance.” 

“Children who see adults eating varied foods are 
more likely to do so themselves," says Alicia Moag- 
Stohlberg, a research nutritionist at Northwestern 
Medical School. But even in a household of adven- 
turous eaters, toddlers (and teens) are likely to go on- 
food jags. “When my son was 4, dl he wanted was 
nacho chips and cheese,”, recalls Moag-Stahlberg. “I 
knew I’d only make it worse if I drew attention to it 
or tried to chwge it. I'd put out various foods, but I 
also made sure lutchos and cheese were on the table.” 
Eventually her son tired of nachos: now. at age 7, be
